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DEFYING THE GOVERNMENT. 

R. BH. Beattie, Vancouver, harbor commissioner, 
js in militant mood. The commission which in- 
vestigated the grain trade last year recommended, 
it is said, that the contro) of the elevators at that 
port be taken out of the hands of the present 
governing body and given to another—which pre- 
sumably would represent national rather than 
local interests. With this proposal the commission- 
er of the board takes issue.

It will perhaps be as well if the Government 
decides to ‘‘go to the mat’’ with the Vancouver 
harbor board and settle forthwith and finally 
where the controlling authority over the elevators 
is to reside. If the terminal facilities belong to 
the Vancouver board then that body may he left 
to do its own financing in future. It would cer- 
tainly be curious if more millions of Dominion 
money should be advanced to a board which thus 
blatantly proclaims its freedom of Government 
control. The more curious because the board has 
given evidence in the past that it proposes to 
administer the elevators with a view to collecting 
the maximum to]] from the grain trade. If the 
elevators are to be run in the interests of Van- 
couver, it is better that the fact be known at once 
and Vancouver told to provide the money when 
more elevators are required. 


THE ETERNAL TOPIC. 


Febrnary is not necessarily spring, even when 
{t looks and feels like it. The ‘‘January thaw’’ of 
the older provinces is not a common feature of the 
western climate, but February not infrequently 
brings a very acceptable substitute. ‘There have 
heen seasons, though not many, when winter de 
finitely ‘‘Iet up’’ the second month of the 
year and there followed a steady moderation to- 
ward spring conditions. Usually the ‘‘let up’’ 
ts only temporary, and here as elsewhere March 
has to be reckoned as one of the cold months. 
February this year began with one of the most 
unpleasant days cf the winter, but with Monday 
came a rise in temperature and on Tuesday the 
snow was thawing rapidly. Whether or not this 
is only a respite, it is welcome. The weather has 
been continuously cold since November, usually 
so. The season has been compared, not unreason- 
ably, with the ‘‘long winter’’ of inglorious mem- 
ory. It is something to be able for a time to 
cease stoking the heater as though one were 
drawing pay for it instead of subsidizing the coal 
inan for the privilege of doing it. 

Quite as welcome as the higher temperature 
lias been the bright sunshine of the last few days. 
Alberta boasts its ‘‘sunny’’ winters. But the tra- 
dition was not established by winters such as the 
present one, and is poorly sustained by it. There 
has been an altogether abnormal prevalence of 
dull weather. So prevalent that it came with 
something of surprise to note on Monday how 
high the sun has ¢élimbed and how much the 
days have lengthened. Spring may not be here, 
but it is well on the way. Daily the tempering 
influence of the sun will strengthen and the pros- 
pect of severe weather grow less. Almost any- 
thing and everything in the way of variable con- 
ditions may be looked for before the end of 
March, but another siege of extreme cold is 
scarcely likely to occur. With Frebruary so well 
begun, the worst of the winter may be supposed 
to be over and another out-of-door season in sight. 
Jn town and country thoughts will be turning to 
the coming of spring and plans be made for the 
éummer activities in the way of work and of play.

THE SESSION AT OTTAWA. 


Parliament meets at Gttu..a tomorrow. What, 
if anything, is likely to make the session memor- 
able there is little opportunity to predict. It ean 
scarcely be another ‘‘tariff session.’’ A substantial 
revision of duties was made a year ago. The 
results have hardly had time to become apparent 
or the business of the country to adapt itself to the 
changes. From the revenue standpeint there are 
indications that the effect has not been altogether 
satisfactory. The disposition of the Government 
will probably be to leave the tariff as it stande for 
the time. Mr. Meighen, of course, will find evid- 
ences of widespread disaster resulting from the 
lack of sufficient protection, but that he will be 
able to do more than talk propaganda into han- 
sard is impossible. The Progressives dare not 
support him if they would, and most of them 
would not if they dared. Without their help he 
eannot bring about a deadlock. smal] though the 
Government’s majority is 

The projected restriction of the veto power of 
the Senate will be proposed recording to an- 
nouncement by the Premier. What is to be at- 
tempted has been stated clearly. The proposal is 
to set bounds to the power of the Upper Chamber 
euch as those which fix the latitude of the British 
House of Lords. It is foreseeable that there wil! 
be a bitter and perhaps prolonged struggle over 
even that modified amount of restraint being im- 
posed, and it is not impossible that a situation may 
result which can only be solved by a general 
election. 

The immigration question 1s bound to come up 
for discussion, with a prospect that there will be 
a sharp and perhaps somewhat evenly belanced 
division. Unemployment is a problem facing 
every centre of population. Organized labor is 
hostile to any policy which would increase the 
number of job-hunters until employment condi 
tions improve. On the other hand, the railways 
and some other interests are shouting that the 
gates should be opened and a veritable flood of 
new-comers invited. There is a chance here of 
the Conservatives and the Progressives uniting, tu 
oppose anything in the nature of a vigorous im: 
migration policy. 

The new trade treaty with Australia will le 
brought down for review and ratification, and on 
the terms of it there is also a cleavage of popular 
opinion which will be reflected in Parliar: ent. 
The demand for an embargo against tue export 
of pulpwood is gaining strength and may be 
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voiced during the session. Freight rates and how 
to reduce them is a question that is certain to de- 
mand attention, whatever the decision of the 
Supreme Court on the Crow’s Nest issue. 

The indications are hardly for a session of out- 
standing importance, though the possibilities of 
political reaction are plentiful enough to give in- 
terest to the proceedings. Though the by-elections 
have favored the Ministers it is still true that they 
hold office without holding power. While that 
condition exists both Government and country 
must sustain the disadvantages and handicaps of 
uncertainity.

And seeming- 
ly the view prevails in the same quarter that 
neither is capable of making an agreement that 
ean stick. 

Though not directly concerned it is good news 
to the people in this part of the province that the 
beet sugar factory at Raymond is to become an 
accomplished fact. The enterprise cannot suc- 
ceed without helping to improve and stabilize con- 
ditions generally, and giving encouragement to 
the starting of other undertakings of the same or 
equally useful kinds. The more diversified no 
duction can be made in Alberta the better for all 
its residents.

BITUMINOUS BAND. 

A bulletin recently issued by the Mines Branch, De- 
partment of Mines, Ottawa, gives a detailed summary 
of facts regarding the extensive deposits of so-called 
“tar said’’ that occurs in the province of Alberta. The 
bulletin, which was prepared by 8. C. Ells, of the 
Mines Branch, is entitied “Bituminous Sands of North- 
ern Alberta,” and is based on investigations and obser- 
vations extending over a number of years. 

The above bulletin should be of special interest at 
the present time, in view of the attention which is now 
being directed toward possible commercial development 
of the Alberta deposit. It contains brief and concise 
etatements relative to the general character of the 
deposit itself, with results of laboratory determinations 
and analyses; references to possible sources of fuel 
and power, transportation, markets, weather conditions, 
and other factors which must be considered !n connec- 
tion with development on a commercial] scale. Of prob- 
ably even greater interest, however, is a review of 
various processes that have been designed, and in some 
instances partly demonstrated for the purpose of recov- 
ering various hydro-carbons from the crude bituminous 
sand. 

Although the problem involved in the treatment of 
the crude bituminous sand is apparently not any more 
difficult than many of the metallurgical problems that 
have already been successfully’ solved, statements and 
data embodied tn the above bulletin, appear to indi- 
cate that, as yet, none of the processes yet designed 
for the recovery of petroleum and other hydrocarbons 
from the bituminous eand, has been demonstrated as a 
commercial success
